a. JoflQt r 'M»V-iNUS « CL 37 has corrected his report that KAGNUS 

recently returned TronTTfie USSR. MAGNUS actually visited the CSR as a gue3t 
of tho AustrO-Czech Society. Confusion probably resulted from the fact that 
the information came to ZL 3? via JohamrpTTEBEllZ (former ZIPPER, ODOPAL, 
and KUGOWN agent) and CL L3 • (See paras 3> U, 5, and 6 of SXM/8UU 

and paras 3, h and £ ox SXM/OYO). L? also brought us Kripo documents . 

from 19bii, 19li5 and 19^6 which show tha£ MAGNUS denounced his landlord to the 
Gestapo in 19Wu The landlord, JohanrrBTOKCKL of Bockstein, in turn denounced 
MAGNUS in 19^6 for having been a high-ranking member of the Hitler Youth and 
for MAGNUS 1 denunciation of STOKCKL to the Gestapo. 

b. Stapo Study . LJ continues to work on the Salzburg Stapo 

personnel study. He has provided basic BI data and what he knows of each per- 
son^ political leanings and IS connections on nine staff members (See para *1 
of SIM/81ili and para 6 of SIM/870.) There remain ten employees to include in 
the analysis. Persons already covered include the three top men, Uttoa hOSP> 
Erich \tAPPEL, and Karl^COLSCHBGG# 

c. There have been no other noteworthy developments in the case ahd 
no significant changes of emphasis. 

3* Analysis of Developments . We have two comments with regard to our 
candid appraisal' ot the ^GNUS development.
